The Chinese have’ a similar 
notion, and singularly enough, 
the fundamental ideas of tho 
ancients of the Occident scem to 
be incorporated in their  con- 
ception of the nether world. In 
fact, with perhaps the sole ex- 
ception sof the absence of a 
counterpart for the wife of 
Pluto, the Chinese Hades, ig in 
most respects strikingly similar. 
| The more one compares these 
two mythologies, one ig convinc- 
‘ed that the idea of Hades and an 
underworld in, general, is a sort 
of universal heritage, and barr- 
ing, of course, the inevitable dis- 
‘! tinctions dus to racial and reli- 
gious differences, practically 
identical. : 


TANGIBLE PURGATORY 


The Chinese, however, owing to 
the influence of Buddhiastic. teaching, 
have created an even more highly 
Imaginative conception of the nether 
world than even Homer in the im- 
mortal Odyssey; for like Dante 


they have profited from tho Ideas of 
other peoples, and have created per- 
force their own distinctive conception 
of tho habitation of the dead. Their 
underworld’ is not only a sort of 
shadowy realm where the spirits of 
the departed assemble after death, 
but also a more tangible purgatory 
whose transcendental power extends 
even into the world of the living. In 
fact, according to Chinese bellef, 
the souls of all future in- 
hobltants of the -universe are 
preserved more oF less In 
the state of suspended anima- 
tion, awaiting the seasonable , hour 
for their birth into our mundane 
sphere. In short, the Oriental belict 
is that cvery human being js re- 
presented in a sort of garden fn the 
underworld, and while this may be 


likened to the so-called Garden of © 


Proserpinn, as celebrated - by the 
Greek and Latin poets, there is a vast 
difference; for instead of there being 
groves of sombre trets about the 
palace of Yim-loh-wong, or the Ruler 
of Hades, and fields of pale-fowered 
‘Asphodel, the Chincse conceive of a 
real garden in which every living 
person has a representative plant 
with his name written on the pot in 
which it grows. Slingularly cnough, 
llfe and death are both explained in 
the behaviour of the plant; for if the 
latter flourishes, tho person it ro- 
vresents prospers, and {f it dies, then 
the Individual typified dies also. 
When these plants blossom, white is 
emblematic of sons and red of 
Anughters, a notion which ig further 
explained by tho foct that a common 
lf somewhat poetic Cantonese ex- 
vreasion for a youth is paak-fatsat 
“white flower son,” while a maiden is 
designated ax hung-fa-nul "red flower 
daughter.” :

Her husband, Fa-Kung ts also 
invarlably regarded as a deity of 
the bed chamber,. and the Canton- 
ese prefer to designate him as Ch’ong- 
tan fa-kung Lei Sz-paak, “Lei Sz- 
pant, the Flower God of the Head of 
the Bed," 


CHILD PROTECTOR 


It is, however, as the protector of 
children that the Goddess Fa-p’oh ts 
best known; for Uke the Irish who 
have a beautiful myth that when an 
Infant smiles while .aslecp, it is be- 
cause angels are whispering in its 
car, the Chinese aver with equal 
sincerity that such smiles are duc 
to Fa-p'oh who Is talking to it in 
the Innd of dreams. 2 


These happy smiles are, moreover, 
regarded by the masses ‘of «the 
Chinese people as a sure and cer- 
tain sign that the father will become 
wealthy; for as the Cantonese say: 


“yYat-stu ka-moon hol; 
* Yi-siu faat-tact-te’ol.” 

“At the first smile the family door 
opens (to prosperity); 

At the second, great wealth is 
amassed.” x 


Furthermore, the popular-belief in 
connection with these smiles of the 
siceping babe, is that if the infant 
sleeps in its cot with its hands re- 
laxed, then wealth Is surely to be o 
reward of the home; but if it sleeps 
with its fists tightly clenched, the 
opposite is to be implied. 


WEDDING CEREMONIALS 


In conclusion, one. may mention 
that the Flower Goddess and her 
spouse are regarded as being capable 
~ bestowing children to a married 
and ‘ns offspring !s the sole 
purpose of the Chinese conception of 
marriage, it js inevitable that these 
two popular deities should occupy a 
promincnt place in wedding cere- 
monials. In fact, on the marrioge 
night, after Incense has been burnt 
and libations poured out to the vari- 
ous gods and goddesses and their ald 
and protection invoked, 2 married 
couple who have hod soveral sons 
born to them, and hence called a 
ho-ming-kung-p’oh, -or “fortunate 
husband and wife" are invited to pre- 
pare the nuptial bed, and while they 
are thus) engoged,. -they chant 
the following invocation to the Fa- 
kung nnd Fa-p’ch:

In the Intter, the case is baked 
separately, The uncooked filling is 
put in when the tartlets are ree 


quired. ©, | 

If visitors ‘are in the habit of drop- 
Ing in to tea without warning, it 
x n good plap to keep o few tart- 
Iet cases ready made. These cascs 
wlll keep fresh for four or five days 
if made from good short pastry and 
stored in an airtight tin. 

They can be filled casily with one 
of the following uncooked mixtures. 


Alniond Filling 


For this you require four ounces 
of ground almonds, four tablespoon- 
fuls of jam or jelly, two teaspoonfuls 
of cooking sherry. Rub the jam 
through a sieve and mix with the 
ground slmonds and: sherry. Fill 
the pastry cases with the mixture 
and top each one with a blob of 
whipped cream. If cream is not 
avaitable, sprinkle with coconut or 
chopped nuts. . 

For a banann filling take four 
bananas, two ounces of crushed rata- 
fin biscuits, ond a Mttle grated lemon 
rind. Mash the bananns to a pulp 
and mix with the rest of the ingre- 
llents. Puta little red currant jelly 
in cach pastry case and fill with the 
mixture. Decorate each tart with 
half a glace cherry and leaves of 
angelica. 


Butter Cream 


Four ounces of icing sugar, two 
ounces of butter, und orange or 
lemon rind are required for this. 
Vonilin or almond essence can be 
used, If preferred to the orange or 
lemon rind. 

Beat the butter and sugar until 
white and éreamy, add the grated 


‘rind of half an orange or lemon and 


a little juice, and mix thoroughly. 

Fill the cases, elther with _o spoon 
or using a foreing.. bag. Decorate 
with cranfe or lemon pecl, or 
sprinkle with chopped pistachio nuts, 
This quantity fills about a dozen 
small tarts. 

For a meringue filing. take one 
white of egg, ond two ounces of 
caster sugar. Whisk ‘the white of 
egg to o very-stiff froth, then whisk 
in the sugar gradually. 

Put a iittle jam or jelly in each 
pastry case, All with meringue, and 
bale in a cool oven 15 to 20 minutes 
—until set and pale biscult colour. 


The Cooked Mixtures 


Now for the cooked mixtures:—A 
large variety of fillings can be made 
from one basic recipe. 

To make 12 to 15 small tartlets— 
nliow half o pound of short pastry, 
one egg, two ounces of butter, two 
ounces of sugar, and two ounces of 
seif raising four. 

Line the patty pans with pastry 
and put a small dab of jam in each 
one. 

Beat the butter snd sugar to a 
cream, mix in the beaten egg, then 
add the flour and bent until smooth. 

Halt fill ench  pastry-lined tin 
with the mixture, decorate with 
twisted strips of pastry, and bake in 
a moderate oven for 25 minutes, 

Here ure a few Suggestions for 
varying the mixture. For chocolate 
tarts add two teaspoonfuls of cocoa 
fo the fiour and flavour with vanilla 
essence, 

When the tarts have cooled, ice 
them with chocolate water Icing and 
decorate with half no walnut or 
chopped pistachio nuts. 

For coconut tarts odd one table- 
spoonful of coconut, and to make 
coffee tarts add one ounce of chopped 
walnuts, and flavour with coffee 
essence. Ice with coffee icing if 
liked. . 

To make ground rice tarts, use 
ground rice in place of flour_ and 
flavour with vanilla essence. Place 
half a teaspoonful of raspberry Jam 
in the bottom of ench pastry casc 
before half filling with the mixture, 


Orange Tarts 


Use cake crumbs in plice-of flour, 
flavour with orange essence or 
orange rind, and place orange mar- 
malade in the bottom of the tins. 

For almond tarts use half cake 
crumbs and half crushed ratafia bis- 
cults, and flavour with almond 
essence. Ice the tarts with pale 
green water icing and decorate with 
blanched almonds.

INCREASED PRICES 


Foodstuffs That Used 
| To Come from Canton 


A startling Increase in the cost of 
foodstulls, especially verctables, 
fish, and meat, was disclosed follow- 
ing an investigation at the different 
tmarkets by u representative of the 
S. C.-M, Post yesterday. 

The main cause for the Increase is 
the disruption of rail and river tramlc 
between Uongkony and Canton, 
where normally, the greater part of 
the Culony's supplies of meat and 
vegetables are from, Limited supplies 
are now arriving from the Chung- 
shan ound Kengmoon ‘districts — via 
Mueno. To this disruption must be 
added the extra cost of transporta- 
tion. . v 

There appears also to. ba a slight 
Increase in the prices‘of provisions 
auch ag canned and ‘tinned foods, 
but fruit, such us oranges and = up- 
ples, are the same price os usual. 
Oranges, at present,‘ are actually 
cheaper than previously, due to a 
limited market, while there [s no 
outlet to other ports, 

“Chinese green vegetables generul- 
ly have gone up considerably, In 
yome Instunces as much as 200 to 
300 per cent. Carrots, parsnips, and 
cabbages ure ubout the same, as 
these ure imported mostly from 
Tientsin, Shanghai and ~~ Canada. 
Beans, however, ure up 100 per cent., 
‘the price being 40 cents a catly 
compared to 20 cents a catty pre- 
viously. - : 


Fish Costly 


The price of fish has almost been 
trebled, from 25 cents a catty to 70 
cents, These prices have been 
going up for some considerable time, 
due to the laying up of o number 
of fishing fects. Fishermen have 
been afrald to work in Chinese 
waters owing to the frequent Japan- 
ese attacks, and the burning of their 
boats, 

The only supplics are now from 


_f Aberdeen, Shauklwan, Cheung Chau 


and Tai O. A very limited. supply 
is arriving {rom Kongmoon vino 
Macao. - . 

Meat and.pork, of which 75 per 
cent. ts from Kwangtung province, 
have been tncreased in price some 
100 per cent. -A number of  ship- 
ments of livestocls on the way to the 
Colony were recently stopped by 
Japanese warships and confiscated. 

The price of rice, however, is up 
only slightly. This 1s due to large 
supplies being available from Saigon, 
Bangkok and Rangoon.
